Concerning the preparations and proviſion ofVeſſels of Warr,

orher conſiderations, beſides that great one ofthe Proceſtanc 
Religion ſhould diſpoſe both of us) will deny to doe us juſtice 
wpon our reaſonable demands, or that they will ever ſacrifice 
the peace of their Country for the ſupport of the miſcarriage of 
particular perſons, or a particular Company, who wee finde by 
experience more conſiders their owne profht and intereſt, then 
the honour and fafety ofthe Governmenr under which hey live, 
which the Stares Generall will well weigh and confider.

Conceening Captaine Holmes, wee have with great ſincerity 
effured the Ambaſladour that hee had noe Commiſſion to take 
Capo Verde, nor any other Place belonging ro the durch orro 
doe any adt of hoſtility upon any of the Subjects ofthe United 
Provinces, that was 10 for the defence of our Subjefts and their Trade 
inte thoſe parts : And wee cannot but expect that this ous free de-

Fott of Cormanitine : That abour the end of Januar taft rhe 


. Commanders of the Ships belonging to the Dutch Weſt-Indian 
{- Companie afrermany aſſaults upon our Merchants Shipsin cho- 


ſe Seas and forbidding and reſtraining them from Trade, did 
ſtirre up and hire the King of Fantine toaſſaulr and ſurpriſe that ' 
our Caſtle of Cormantine , and to put the ſame into their hands 
for the prize of ſixty Bendijs, where of one halfe was payed 
downe by thefaid Dutch Commanders, with this condition like- 
wiſe, thar theſaid Natives ſhould _ ro them ſelfes all rhe 
lunder of that our ſaid Caſtle. In purſuance of which infamous 
Contract, andthe better to enable them to performe the ſame, 
the Dutch Commanders ſupplied the ſaid King of Fantine with 
a good quantity of Muſquerrs and Powder and Cordage : where 
of our Commander having notice (by the bleſſing of God) ſur- 
prized the ſame; which it may be is one of thoſe acts of hoſtility 
where of mention is made in this Memoriall , Wee having no no- 
tice of any other. Two Men of Warr belonging to the Dutch 
Company came fromthe Mina to Cabo Corſo to attend this en- 
rreprize , at the time appointed, and accordingly the King of 
Fantine upon the fift day of Februarij laſt came with five hun- 
dred men in hope to have ſurpriſe our Caſtle ; bur finding him- 
ſelfe diſcovered, and forced to retire with ſome loſſe, hee adyan-

Subjects might in this caſe bee the wrongeds, but that his Majeſt. 
remayning in thoſe tearmes wher in the States Generall have 


now 
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now kept them ſelves, ſhould there by judge and eſteeme him. 
ſelfe ro merite the higheſt prayſe of moderacion, and nowayes 
ro bee reſpected for acontrayentor of the 14 Article. Which the 
States Generall doe more fullie aſſure hem ſelves becauſe thar irc 
remayneth as yer freſh in their memorie , how that by a Caprai- 
ne of this State by name Jan Banckert, by miſtake and ignorance 
being ſeaſed and taken an Engliſh Shallop , ther upon inſtantlie 
nor Neſame Captaine Banckert, bur certaine other Ship of 
Warre of this State Commanded by one Caprtaine Block who 
had not beene by, nor about theſame fact, was by the Officers of 
his Majeft. ſeaſed, and dercined ar Gravaſende,the Ship much mi- 
ſuſed, and the Capraine him ſelfe throwen in the Common jayle, 
withour that there over from his Majeſtie any diſadyow much 
eſſe any redreſſe could bee obreined,ſo as the paſſages abour the 
ſame in the name ofthe Srares Generall is more ar Jarge preſen- 
red to the view ofhis Majeſt. by certaine other writing in date of 
the 9 ofthis preſent Moneth. And therfore it his Majeſt. could 
any wayes bee made minde full, that what is afore rehearſed 
cannot ſtand with the gronnds of equitie and the true meanin- 
e of theſaid 14 Arcicle, ſo can the States Generall not conceiye 
ow it may bee poſſible that rheſame his Majeſtie at the time of 
the aforeſaid paſſages by retorſion about the action of Captaine 
Banckert, could not have beene perſuaded, that theſame was a 
manifeſt treſpaſſe of all lawes , ſelfes alſo by Treaties betwixt 
both the Nations confirmed with the owne words which in the- 
faid 14 Article are influing, and therfore why hee could remayne 
refuſing ro ordaine the required reparacion and, ſatisfaction. 
And becauſe thar his Majeſtie ſo from thence as alſo reflecting 
ſeriouſlie upon many other former occurrents, which would bee 
redious here to recapitulare, doubtleſle well will apprehend, thar 
commonly buſineſles are viewed with an other fake by him to 
whome theſame ſucceed , then by him againſt whome theſame 
fall our. So doe the States Generall require his Majeſtie to bee 
pleaſed 
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pleaſed to ponderate their refoſucion aforeſaid with more. ſpe» * 
ciall conſideracioa , cheifelie to. view and: looke upon the ſame - *, 
with/ſuch an eye, as if the wrong were not ſufferd by this State, 
bur on his owne ſide, and the States Generall aſſure them ſelyes, 
that when ſuch happenerh , his Majeſt. will not onely not accuſe 
the States Generall of any exceſle_inthiscaſe, or of any contra- 
vention againſt the Treatie, but on the contrarie highly eſteeme 
and praylſc the ſingular moderation by them herin uſed, And for 
as much thar latelie new intelligences are againe come into. Eng 
land, ſoof theſaid former breaches of the peace, as alfo oo 
continuacion ther of, and namelie alſo of the enemie-like oc 
ation of the Fort of Cabo Corſo, fo will the States Generall be- - 
eeve that his Majeſtie 1 ball nor further pleaſe to prerend an ig- . 
norance ther of, bur finallie once wirhour further putting of ,t9-+ 
romiſe and ordaine generouſlie and juſtlie the required reſtitu- 
cion of the taken Forts, _ and goods togeather with the de 
manded reparacion for the dammages therby ſufferd. Thus done 
and concluded ac the Aſſemblie of theſaid Srares Generall in the 
Hague, the Fr of October 1664. Was {ligned,7. v. Reigerſbergh,*
